A.R. Gurney's Sylvia, about a love triangle involving husband, wife and 
poodle, is a play with humor and fancy, insight, poignancy and romance. 
In short, the play is a unique and multifaceted story whose title char- 
acter distills the essence of a dog into human form. 


In the hands of the Benicia Old Town Theatre Group, Sylvia is an ex- 
pertly executed, sophisticated Broadway-style comedy that probably 
comes close to the original New York version. - 


The set nicely reflects the story's location. Its black-and-white New 
York skyline with city lights is a backdrop for the comfortably fur- 
nished living room of a preppy Manhattan couple. 


The conflict between woman and dog over their man begins as soon as 
man brings home an abandoned stray, whom he names Sylvia.

Among 
her verbal and physical canine tricks are suddenly jumping, running and 
barking for no apparent reason. Exuding the childlike innocence of an 
adorable pet, she imitates the constant, buoyant energy of a hyper 
dog as well as its relaxed sprawling on a sofa, a chair, the floor. 


Sylvia is a well-directed play with fairly fast pacing and good use of the 
talent. There is hardly a dull moment from start to finish. 


This a production in which a great story meets smooth direction and 
outstanding talent. Original and funny, it offers a sophisticated, pol- 
ished look and ambience, with winning performances all around. Sylvia 
plays weekends through Sunday, May 12.
